Accused’s Story 


Accused stated that he was ap- 
ointed inspector of the’ Lockhart 
Road Market in May last year.

At that time the 
supply of water was restricted, but 
he had never given any orders that 
the washing hours should be altercd.

Cheap honeymoon trips to Rome 
chave been celebrated by 81,367 
couples, oflicial figures reveal. 


These couples have arrived 
since July 29, 1932, when the so- 
called “Honeymoon Special” rail- 
road concession, of. 80 per cent re- 
duction went into force. Of this 
number, there, were foreign con- 
ples Prom beyond the Italian fron- 
tiers including the United States. 


The concession known as the 
“JJoneymoon Special’ is available 
to all Italian newlyweds who make 
application for the reduction with- 
in five days after obtaining a 
marriage certificate. Foreigners 
have 20 days in which to make 
application at the Italian Consul- 
ate nearest to their city of reai- 
dence. 


The honeymoon reduction was 
conceived..by_ Benito. Mussolini_in | 
1932 in order to encourage young 
couples to marry.

‘Thomas Storey Clark, Second 
Class Sanitary Inspector, was 
found “Not Guilty” by. the jury at 
the Criminal Sessions, yesterday 
afternoon.on a charge of having 
accepted a bride with a view to 
influencing his-conduct as a pub- 
lic sorvant. He was accordingly 
‘Uischarged.. : we 

Tho caso was tricd by Mr. Justice 
R. E, Lindsell, Acting Chief Justice,

The enna for the prosecution having 
been concluded the previous day, yes- 
terday's p ngs were confined to 
the defence and final addresses by 
counsel for both partics. : 


Different Statements 


At the outset, Mr. . Jenkin - said 
there had been inconsistent and con- 
tradictory statements given by cer- 
tain of the material witnesses, and he 
asked that this situation. should be 
explained by the Assistant Attorney- 
General and taken into consideration 
by the Jury in the interests of justice. 

The first point for thin request wos 
that when he cross-examined some of 
the witnesses as to whether the money 
had been taken out and counted on 

' the table, they denicd: that this had 
been the cane, Yet in the Magistracy 
; Mr. Lockhart-Smith” who npperred 
for the Crown had stated that this 
waa what actually happened, and ‘this 
statement could only have been made 
(on information supplied. : 

Another point was that at the 
Magistracy it.was stated that when 
the two stallholders went to accuscd’s 
residence no permission as to the re- 
version to the old system of washing 
hid at that time been granted. In 
this Court, however, the witnesses 
said that permission hod been grant- 
ed before the money was tendered. 

This was not a trivial but a very 
serious matter and he would like the 
Assistant Attorney-General te make 
a statement as to What was the 
naturo of the opening on these two 
points in the Court below before the 

| Magistrate, : 


Crown's Explanation 


Mr. Williams said he was in rather 
a difficult position as he was not res- 
ponsible for presenting the case at 
the Magistrncy. With.regard to the 
counting of money on the table he had 
looked through all the statementa 
tnken by the Police and could not find 
au single reference to‘it. In ong of 
the statements taken by Mr. Lock- 
hart-Smith, there .wos a suggestion 
that the money . had been: counted. 
This mistake might have been made 
ut various stages of the proceedings. 
As to the statement that permission 
was given after the money had been 
tendered, it was based -on the evid- 
ence of the witnesses. This was made 


at the Magistracy and it had since}- 


transpired: that this was not the 


His Lordship- remarked that it was 
a matter for Pont comment, but they 
would have to lenve it nt that. * 

Mr. Jenkin then submitted that he 
had no cast to answer. He reminded 
the jury that they were assessing the 
vulue of facts and {ff they found that 
the caso for the prosecution had. not 
been proved, they should not convict 
the ‘accused. 

Tho case for the Crown was that 
the accused. having taken over the 
inspectorship. of the market gave 
orders that the washing of the stalls 
should bo carried out at entircly 
diiferent hours to those which had 
previously been allotted to that busi- 
ness. It was further alleged that not 
only had accused given theac orders 
were carried out by some of 
the stnllholders, So greatly wore. 


tha atallholdors perturbed that they 
convened a mooting at which they de- 
cided to approach tho accused and 


‘| ask him to revert to thé ‘old’ system. 


Atthough this was the crucial. point 
of .tho. caso, no evidence had. beon 
enlled to show that accuscd did give 
such orders or that some of the 
stallholders did obey them. - : 


Expectation of. Bribe 


Counsel then went on te deal with 
the evidence ‘given by the witnesses 
for tho prosceution, and referred to 
the discrepancies which he had point- 
ed out at the doginning of the hear- 
ing. He submitted that no jury could 
convict in the face of such discro- 
pancies. , 


- Another point raised by tho Crown 


‘{was.that whon accused started this 


allcged persecution ho ‘had, .at the 
back of his. mind the expectation of 
a present. Accused was not in charge 
only this particular market but 
olght mora and {t seemed a. curious 
thing that there was no sugrestion 
that he adopted thia method with re- 
gani to them, . 

This was-the’ first time that occus- 
ed wan oppointed market inspector 
and unless he was insane there war 
no reason why ho should have given 
out these orders which were entirely 


revolutionary and which spelt con-} 


sidernbjs loss of business. Assuming 
that he had done ao, tho-atallholders 
could have obtained remedy by report- 
ing the matter cither’ tothe Senior 
Sanitary Inspector, Mr. Taylor,-or to 
tho Senior Bfarket Inspector, * Mr. 
Eccleshall. - 

Counsel concluded by telling tho 
jury that if a porson tendered ao bribe 
he was as guilty as the recipient and 
could therefore ho regarded s8 aon 
necomplice. His evidence could-«not 
bo taken into consideration fainst 
the recipient unless it was co: orate 
ed’ by an independent witness. In 
the present case there was no direct 
evidence agninst’ accused apart from 
that. of the two men who were alleged 
to have tendered the bribe. They 
were accomplices in the eyes of the 
lnw ond therefore their evidence 
should not be considered. ° 

Counsel then asked His Lordship to 
direct the Jury that there was no 
ease to answer. 

llis Lardship, however, held there 
wns a case to answer, and Mr. Jenkin 
then put his client in the witness-box.- 


Accused’s Story 


Accused stated that he was ap 
pointed inspector of the Lockhart 
Road Market in “May last ycar. He 
also had charge of cight others, and 
his special duties were to look after 
ticir cleanliness. At that time the 
supply of water was restricted, but 
he nevér given any orders that 
the washing hours should be altered. 
He knew that the issue of such ‘orders. 
would cause great inconvenience not 
only to the staltholders but to the 
customers. He had, however, issucd 
a warning to the effect that the 
stallholdera could not keep? their 
places clean they would have to store 
water. .. 

He occasionally paid visits to the 
market between 8 ond 0 a.m. and 
never anw any stallholder cleansing 
his place. If he had issued th¢ 
alleged ordora the étallbolders could 
have appealed to the authorities. 

Yu Lap, one of the men who went 
to his house to tender the bribe, acted 
as spokesman for ~.the stallholders. 
Whatever instructions he had to give 
he would. tell Yu Lap and the latter 
would pnss them onto the stall- 
holders. : . 


Present From Market ° 


“Yu: Lap-then- left:and. the next 
heard of this incidont waa on Noveth- 
ber 27.when ho received o summons 
charging thim with having accepted-a 
bribe. Ho had no indication of this 
departmentally. 4S 
‘ Crosmexamined by Mr. ~ Willlams, 
accused said ho considered Yu Lap 
a reliable ‘man,.and he had to get a 
spokesman because there were many 
orders to bo insucd to' tho stallholders 
every day. -If he were to go to each 
stall individually he would have to 
take considerable time. 

Yu Lap had proviously been to his 
houso in. regar ; 
ness from tho Sallors’ and Solditrs’ 
Home. He told Yu Lap not to bother 
him and thnt ho would-look into the 
matter later, arid Yu Lap scemed 
rather disploased. He could givo no 
ronson why Yu Lap should: make such 
serious accusations against him. 


Rather Worrled 


Ho did not mako a report ‘to his 
senior éfMcer about a bribe having 
been offered to him because he was 
rather worried that day as ho had 
just parted from his wife, an incident 
which he would nevor forget. 

Making his final. address ‘to the 
jury, Mr. Jenkin snid ‘that: it - was 
rather curious that counsel for the 
‘Crown had not cross-examined tho ac- 
cused on the innuance of the orders 
changing the washing hours but on 
matters which had no bearing on the 
case, Ho submitted that the reason 
why the bribe was offered was pro- 
bably because the stallholders wanted 
tho accused to lose all his power in 
tho future. : 

For the. Crown, Mr. Williams sub- 
mitted that the diserepancica already 
mentioned could be expected because 
there had been a considerable lapse 
of..time before tho .incident was 
brought to light. All the witnesses 
were not of a high clasa and therefore 
they could not be expected to remem- 
ber every detail of the incident. Yu 
Lap was the man who offered his ser. 
vices as the spokesman for the ac- 
cused who had sald he'could be relied 
upon, and it was thereforo rather. 
amazing that he should make such 
serious nccusntions without any 
foundation, . 

Although the evidence of the two 
men could not be taken as corrobora- 
tive without an independent witness, 
anyone could see that their. evidence 
was based on what actually happened. 


- Summing-Up 


His Lordship said the crux of the 
case wos whether tho accused did 
accept or not the bribe which he him- 
self admitted was offered to him. Ho 
then reminded the jury that the per- 
son who tendered the bribe was os 
guilty as the one who received it. 
The jury must consider with the 
greatest doubt and suspicion the evid- 
enco-of the two men who went to 
accused's house os it was not cor- 
roborated by an independent witness. 
They were entitled to convict on this 
cyidence but it was dangerous to do 


rhe ‘jury retired for ten minutes 
after which they returned 
unaninous vordict of “Not Guilty.”

Senator Smith also explained that 
the Solicitor-General had thought ‘che
